th ousand doliars. 
W h ere th e person receiving th e in­ 
h eritance is not with in th e foregoing 
lines of relationsh ip th e percentage of 
tax is th ree per cent on ail sums not 
! ex ceeding ten th ousand dollars.

j ten th ousand dollars and not ex ceeding 
twenty th ousand dollars th e rate is 
four per cent. 
Over twenty th ousand 
dollars and not ex ceeding fifty th ous­ 
and dollars th e rate is live per cent. 
On all inh eritances above fifty th ous­ 
and dollars th e rate is six per cent. 
No estate, h owever, less th an five 
h undred dollars in value is ch a rgea ble 
with a tax .
